GUN NUTS 

Phyllis Kahn offers a simple proposal, 
and gets anti-Semitism in return 


hyllis Kahn’s voicemail and email 
inbox have gotten pretty inter¬ 
esting. 

Kahn, a Minneapolis Democrat 
tied as the longest-serving House member 
in state history (43 years and counting), 
has seen a lot in her days as an outspoken 
liberal. But one recent email was awful 
enough that Kahn decided to take it public. 

The inspiration for Kahn’s new batch 
of hate mail is a bill she intends to bring 
forward when the legislative session starts 
in March. Her proposal seems rather simple: 
Anyone on the FBI’s terrorist watch list 
would be barred from buying a firearm in 
Minnesota. 

Kahn’s bill is an in-state version of a bill 
that has been defeated in Congress for going 
on 10 years. Numbers fluctuate from year 
to year, but recent estimates say 700,000 
people are currently on the watch list. 


Fewer than10,000on the list at any given 
time are American citizens, but a significant 
number of them have tried to buy guns. 
And succeeded. A report published in 
2015 found that 2,233 people on the list 
triggered a background check when they 
tried to purchase agun or explosive device 
between 2004 and 2014. More than 90 
percent of them passed, and were allowed 
to buy a weapon. 

The watch list is a highly secretive 
screening tool. Critics have questioned 
the expansive scope, and how low the bar 
might be for entry. There’s room for debate 
about the watch list itself 

But there’s no room for debate about 
gun control in America, a fact Kahn was 
reminded of when she checked her mes¬ 
sages. Kahn says she has received “a lot of 
calls and emails.” The worst come from ‘Tar 
right gun groups,” which have used Kahn’s

bill in fundraising appeals. That’s moved 
some nuts to contact Kahn. She posted one 
of the worst messages to Facebook on Friday. 

“Skank,” begins the message, “you 
[deleted] Jews from New York think you 
can [deleted] over law-abiding citizens 
because you are something special. Not! 
The reason the government black list is 
unconstitutional is there is no due process 
involved, dumb [deleted]. It won’t become 


law and would never be inforceable you ugly 
[deleted] bitch. Butyoubottom-feedingscum 
don’t care about that! GO BACK TO NEW 
YORK WITH ALL THE OTHERKIKES!” 

Kahn is originally from New York. But 
we’ll quibble with this emailer’s claim that 
she’s “dumb.” She’s got degrees from Cor¬ 
nell, Yale, and Harvard, and was a microbial 
genetics researcher before she sought public 
office.

o one thought Lemmy Kilmister 
could die. 

In his 70 years on this planet, 
the eminent Motorhead front¬ 
man shellacked his organs with Jack 
Daniel’s and Coke. He fucked his heart 
to within a beat of embolism. He took 
so much heroin and speed that it turned 
his blood to grease. And he always rose 
to pull his boots back on. 

So when death finally came for Lemmy 
on Monday, December 28,2015, there was 


only one person who could memorial¬ 
ize the speed metal immortal — Maple 
Grove’s Peter Saari. 

Saari works out of an office somewhere 
in the beehive of industrial parks that is 
Eden Prairie. He coaches junior high bas¬ 
ketball and makes very safe jokes about 
politics. He wears a smart wool pullover 
and a dadly pair of light-wash jeans, his 
hoary hair gelled into a business-casual 
quaff He doesn’t look like a rock star. Nor 
does he resemble an undertaker. In truth. 


he’s a bit of both. 

When Lemmy died, Saari designed a 
mantle-sized monument, modeled after 
the star’s signature leather cavalry hat 
and emblazoned with the slogan “born 
to lose, live to win.” 

The Kilmister family loved the creation 
so much they invited Saari to attend Lem- 
my’s funeral in Holl 5 rwood. 

“It was kind of crazy having to get 
through security and watching Gene Sim¬ 
mons, Ozzy Osbourne, and Dee Snider 


walk by,” he says, still bewildered, “but 
the reason I wanted to go was to hand- 
deliver the piece to them.” 

The Minnesota-made cremation vessel 
will live forever in the famous Forest Lawn 
Cemetery with the ashes of the mutton- 
chopped hessian resting inside. 

Lemmy’s are the second rock-star cre- 
mains to be committed to one of Saari’s 
products. The first belonged to Devo’s 
Bob Casale, whose family received an urn 
in the shape of the band’s iconic energy

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dome after Casale died in 2014. Now, just 
10 days removed from committing his 
Lemmy memorial to the columbarium in 
Forest Lawn, Saari’s company is at work 
crafting a megaphone-shaped capsule 
for late Stone Temple Pilots frontman 
Scott Weiland. 

‘ WeTe not out there saying, ‘Hey, look, 
we’re the rock-star urns,”’ Saari says. “We 
make pieces for everybody. We’re here to 
provide people with an opportunity to 
better represent the story of their lives.” 

THE ACE OF HADES 

In 2013, Saari was a businessman with a 
lust for manufacturing and a subscrip¬ 
tion to Time. 

He’d been consulting for a company 
called Nexxt Technologies that distrib¬ 
utes 3D printing sys¬ 
tems and materials. 

The idea of building an 
obj ect by printing layer 
upon layer of material 
enamored Saari. After 
reading a Time special 
report claiming that a 
rise in cremation rates 
was “redefining death,” 
he considered how 3D 
printing might redefine 
the urn. 

No one on the market at the time was 
offering truly custom urns. Families who 
chose cremation over burial were picking 
between fiower pots and glorified coffee 
cans. If you were lucky, you could get a 
personalized engraving. “The funeral 
industry still sees cremation and crema¬ 
tion families as kind of the low-value side 
of their business,” Saari says. “They’re 


not giving the same level of attention or 
personalization to cremation families as 
they are to burial families. They just don’t 
see the money in it.” 

Saari did. He leased an office down 
the hall from Nexxt and purchased a 3D 
Systems Color Jet printer with the power 
to turn ceramic dust into one-of-a-kind, 
money-making mementos. He would turn 
an unsupplied demand into a business, 
following the footsteps of the entrepre¬ 
neurs in Time magazine. He envisioned 
Etsy for your ashes. Extreme Makeover, 
Cremains Edition. 

Foreverence was born. Saari brought on 
then-32-year-old marketing wunderkind 
Noah Miwa, founder of local ad agency 
5IVE. Miwa’s work began as it would with 
any client: He put together brochures. 
He mocked up logos and wordmarks. 

He struggled to build 
a website that prop¬ 
erly communicated 
the weight and quality 
of their product. One 
day, he’s developing a 
brand identity for arti¬ 
sanal gin; the next, he’s 
convening with widows 
to design sentimental 
jugs for their husbands’ 
powdered remains. 
“There was definitely 
a creep factor,” he says, now two years 
into his tenure at Foreverence. “If you 
told me five years ago that this is where I 
would be, that I’d be going to funeral trade 
shows looking at the newest hearses, I’d 
think it was crazy.” 

That changed in February 2014, when 
Devo co-founder Bob Casale died of sud¬ 
den heart failure at the age of 61. It was

months before Foreverence was ready to 
go public, but Saari saw an opportunity 
to honor one of his musical idols. 

He reached out the manager of the New 
Wave icon and offered to create a vessel in 
the shape of the famous red conoid hats 
Casale and his bandmates wore in their

video for ‘Whip It.” To Saari it seemed 
like the most iconic representation of 
the band, and therefore the best way to 
honor Casale. The family agreed. They 
ordered two. 

Saari says they gushed about the canis¬ 
ters they received, calling it “the first ray 
of light [they’d] seen in a very dark period 
of time.” The response convinced Miwa 
that going from ad maven to urn dealer 
wasn’t such a ghoulish career change. 

Aside from Casale, Kilmister, and Wel¬ 
land, Saari and Miwa’s most notable client 
has been NASA engineer Felipe Herrera, 
whose involvement in the design of the 
space shuttle Columbia was memorial¬ 


ized in a 22-inch replica created to be his 
final resting place. 

“We all were just sick to our stomach 
when we looked at urns,” says Herrera’s 
daughter Yvette Wilson, who worked with 
Miwa to design the urn. “It seemed like 
that was death. For us, it was like, T can’t 
put him in there.’” 

In a video posted to the Huffington 
Post, Wilson and her family present the 
spaceship memorial to the still-living, 
95-year-old Herrera. “It’s so beautiful,” 
he says over and over again in disbelief. 
When the cameras went off, he wept gra¬ 
ciously. He couldn’t wait to share it with the 
other folks in his retirement community. 

“At Easter time, we took the urn and 
showed it to all his friends at the com¬ 
munity,” Wilson continues. “He was so 
proud to say, ‘This is where I’ll be,’ and 
he explained where his ashes would go. 
It was very cool.” 

Herrera died just weeks before Kilmis¬ 
ter. He now sits in the cylindrical tank of 
his spaceship replica in his wife’s house, 
where Wilson sees him daily. 

“I look at it, and I just smile,” she says. 
“I lost my nephew in September before 
we lost my dad. He’s currently in an urn, 
and I can tell you how different it feels to 
look at him and how different it is to see 
my dad. I don’t see the sadness looking 
at my dad’s urn.” 

ODE ON A PRINTED URN 

Historically, urns have been celebrated, 
their designs carefully crafted. The Greeks 
and Romans labored over these expressions 
of legacy. Romantic poets like John Keats 
penned odes to them. But the advent of mass 
productions depersonalized the urn. Now 
you can pay $300 for what amounts to an

ornamental spitoon. 

“There are simply not enough high-value 
options for families that choose crema¬ 
tion,” Saari says. “The industry hasn’t come 
along on that.” 

Saari’s urns are not cheap. (He doesn’t 
even like to call them “urns,” preferring 
“memorial” or “tribute.”) They average 
$2,500 to $3,000 per piece, about the cost 
of a low-end casket. 

Over the last 50 years, the cost of burial 
has increased tenfold, whereas the average 
cremation/memorial service sits around 
$3,250, less than half of the burial price tag. 
The financially conscious are taking note. 

In the 1960s, when English activist Jes¬ 
sica Mitford published The American Way 
of Death, her scathing expose of the funeral 
industry, the number of people who chose 
cremation was about 3 percent. Back then, 
the average American spent $708 — about 
12 percent of their annual income — on 
a single funeral. Now, as Saari is keen to 
point out in Foreverence’s press kit, 50 
percent of people choose to be cremated. 

That number is trending up. As of 2013, 
55 percent of Minnesotans eschewed burial 
for cremation, an increase of 18 percent 
over the previous decade. 

An array of practical factors — including 
secularization, increased transience, and 
environmental concerns — has also driven 
people away from traditional funeral ser¬ 
vices. Saari’s business is to offer a higher 
level of care to the pragmatically senti¬ 
mental. 

Cheryl Fletcher and Sandra Moran dated 
for 10 years before they could be legally 
married in their home state of Kansas. It 
took fewer than six months for the cancer 
in Moran’s bones to metastasize to her 
liver. Fletcher has all the dates memorized. 
Married on May 25, 2015. Diagnosed on 
October 13. Gone on November 7. 

“I’m only now just getting deep into the 
grieving process,” Fletcher says. “At this 


phase, I find myself angry that the world 
is moving and she’s not seeing it. I feel 
like she’s becoming more distant as the 
days move on.” 

Fletcher looked to Google to find some¬ 
thingworthy of Moran’s legacy. She doesn’t 
remember exactly who she ended up con¬ 
tacting, but In the Light is the first name 
that pops up on a search. They let you store 
your loved one’s ashes in replica beer cans. 
Another competitor offers options like a 
football or a TARDIS. Saari keeps a sculpture 
of a White Castle hamburger that his team 
designed on his desk to remind himself 
that an urn can be anything. 

Moran was a long-distance runner. An 
anthropologist Abeloved professor at John¬ 
son County Community College. Fletcher 
couldn’t suffer the idea of her ending up 
in something rote or tacky. 

She and Saari settled on a memorial in 
the shape of her novels — the three she 
published and the one she never finished, 
stacked together with photoreal spines and 
covers. The final product sits on Fletcher’s 
mantel, where Moran’s presence is so con¬ 
stant that Fletcher can’t bring herself to 
speak about her in the past tense. 

“I’m looking at her right now,” Fletcher 
says. “She’s surrounded by her talent. I’m so 
proud of her for all the things she’s accom¬ 
plished. I’m glad to be able to have her 
where she wants to be.” 

Saari is party to the funeral-service indus¬ 
try, but he’s as much an adversary as an 
ally. Though his products are sold mainly 
through funeral-home directors, he plans 
to do more direct-to-consumer business as 
life insurance policies begin to be written 
to account for custom death vessels. They 
already offer a pet service where you can 
have Charlie’s sock-chewing snout com¬ 
pressed into a ceramic statuette without 
talking to a funeral professional at all. 

They’ve also become something of 
tech darlings, demoing at the Consumer 
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Electronics Show and being featured in 
hipster gizmo mag The Verge. Fletcher 
remarks that Foreverence doesn’t even 
‘feel associated with the funeral business.” 

“My only beef with [the funeral industry] 
would be that they’re very, very slow to 
adopt,” Saari says. “When I think of the 
future of our company, I don’t want to put 
myself in the position where I’m depen¬ 
dent on their ability to take on new ideas.” 

A SALESMAN OF DEATH 

Saari’s machines turn powder into statues 
like a reverse Ozymandias. 

After Miwa designs the specs for a piece, 
he feeds the info into a 3D printer, which 
lays ceramic powder on a design envelope 
in the pattern of the final product. Layer 
by layer, the printer builds the object from 
the top down. The whole process takes 9 
to 15 hours and requires significant post¬ 
production touch-ups, but urns go from 
concept to completion in about a week. 

The level of detail they achieve is 
immaculate. A replica of a ’71 Chevelle 
comes out of the bay with a case of 8-track 
tapes in the back seat, the spines of each 
cassette legible to the naked eye. An urn 
for a shaggy pup named Toby comes with 
a tactile recreation of the owner’s parquet 
floor. Across from the printer, a freshly 


minted Ferrari-shaped canister receives 
an automotive-quality gloss that perfectly 
matches its real-life counterpart. Everyone 

— not just leather-clad hard-rock deities 

— receives this level of attention. 
“Lemmy Kilmister led a big life, but I 

don’t think it was any more individual than

anybody else’s,” says Grant Dawson, For- 
everence’s director of customer relations. 
“I don’t think our business model is to do 
only well-known musicians’ cremation 
urns. I think it’s a byproduct of people 
who live singular lives.” 

A self-described “buoyant personality,” 


Dawson is the first voice a Foreverence 
client hears when they call to make a pur¬ 
chase. He’s the kind of toothy-grinned mar¬ 
keter who could make eternity in Hades 
sound like a long weekend in Santorini. 

“I’ll go home at night and chat to my 
wife and say, T talked to this person who 
lost their son, and I talked to this person 
who lost their spouse, and then I talked 
to this person who lost their father,’ and 
she’ll be incredulous like, ‘Who has the 
energy for all that?’ But I guess that’s what 
makes me well-suited for the job.” 

That’s why Saari, who previously worked 
with Dawson at a digital reproduction 
company, brought him on board to do 
customer outreach. He seems like an ideal 
candidate to divorce sentimentality from 
business sense. But the more he talks about 
his job, the more the marketing archetypes 
disappear from him completely. 

“We’re never really cured of grief, we just 
get beyond it,” he says, his voice dropping 
any sales-pitch intonation. “But I think 
we play a role in making a difference in a 
time that is really dark for a lot of people.” 

In Mitford’s book, she unearths the 
widespread lack of empathy in the funeral 
industry, calling it a “huge, macabre, and 
expensive practical joke on the Ameri¬ 
can public.” In its time, her book charged 
families to forego expensive pageantry in 


favor of sober and sensible ceremonies 
that didn’t involve payment plans. Accord¬ 
ing to industry critic Bess Lovejoy, The 
American Way of Death helped Ameri¬ 
can families “establish a sense of control 
over their spending on funerals.” It was a 
major pivot in the American perception 
of funeral services. 

“Before Mitford’s book, people were 
more likely to buy whatever the mortician 
told them to,” Lovejoy says. “Mitford was 
offended by what she saw as the exploi¬ 
tation of mourners by a crass capitalist 
system. You don’t necessarily love grandma 
more because you buy her a higher-quality 
casket — but that conflation of love and 
material items is rampant in our society, 
not just in mourning.” 

Foreverence doesn’t run on Mitford’s 
Marxist ideals. In the spirit of the late- 
noughties startup boom, the company is 
altruistic and service-forward, but folks 
pay a premium for that care. Making a 
difference is not pa 5 mient enough for the 
people who subsist by ferrying people to 
the other side. “In the end. I’m trying to 
help them with a purchasing decision,” 
Dawson says, “but I’m trying to do so in 
a way that’s as tactful and sympathetic 
as possible.” 

And you walk away with something 
more than a nicely dressed corpse. In the 
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Foreverence memorials, including custom death vessels 
for pets, average $2,500 to $3,000 per piece. 


modern conception of life, death, and value 
assessment, they’re the capitalist’s answer 
to The American Way of Death. 

You’re going to spend the money, they 
figure. So spend it on something that’s 
worth a damn. 

THE ELYSIAN FIELDS 
OF EDEN PRAIRIE 

You’d think that, with the constant exposure 
to death and its unoriginality, employees 
of Foreverence would be either numb or 
crippled by anxiety. Neither is true. They’ve 
all thought about what kind of urn they’d 
design to hold their ashes, but death is curi¬ 
ously not the operant focus of their business. 

‘'You do think about death, there’s no 
question,” says Dawson. “When you talk 
to families about this, you have to be in 
touch with their own mortality. We all 
have those moments here. All of us here 
are confronted with the reality of that on 
a daily basis, but I don’t think it weighs 
on me in a personal way.” 

Foreverence’s office is nothing like a 
sepulcher. There’s a basketball hoop in the 
parking lot, and Miwa can often be seen 
shooting around the halls on a CyBoard 
like a tween with an active Vine account. 
They share small talk and joke about how 
much Donald Trump sucks, just like at any 


other office. Like Dawson, Miwa reports 
that, despite being constantly shrouded 
in the specter of death in his professional 
life, his work isn’t inherently depressing. 
It just sort of makes sense. 


“For a lot of our clients, they’ve been 
customizing things their whole life,” 
Miwa rationalizes. “Their wardrobe, 
their home, their car, why stop there? 
Why stop at death?” 


He adds that last sentence with an 
inarguable frankness. Why stop at death? 
“You live your life however you wanna 
live, right?” he adds. “I feel like when you 
die, you get to have a say in that, too.” 

Death still exists as one of the Great 
American Unspeakables. It’s shushed 
in polite company and talked away in 
euphemisms. 

‘When I first decided to start this com¬ 
pany, one of the reasons I almost didn’t do 
it was because I didn’t know if I wanted 
to be surrounded by that much sadness,” 
he says. “From a business context, that’s 
probably a barrier to entry for a lot of 
people.” 

Overcoming this hangup is what took 
Saari from a casual Time reader to the 
exec fronting a company that projected 
$3 million in sales last year. Saari doesn’t 
belabor his mortality as much as you might 
expect for a man in his position. He admits 
that he and his wife have discussions about 
cremation, burial, and memorialization, 
but not even a day-to-day career in put¬ 
ting spirits to rest has made him nervous 
about the end of his own life. When asked 
about his personal beliefs on death, he 
laughs in a way that takes a professional 
mandate to perfect. 

“Well,” he says fiatly, “I think that it’s 
just the end.” 03

Lela tries to bring the Italian + crudo trend to the 494 strip, but ultimately can’t deliver

W hen a $200 meal is at stake, 
there are certain impera¬ 
tives. The table must be free 
of crumbs and oily smudges. 
Wine glasses have to be refilled swiftly 
and consistently. Temperatures on lavish 
steaks must be cooked precisely to order. 
Tables should be quickly cleared between 
courses so you’re not sitting in a pile of 
your own mess. It’s a choreography, and 
too many missteps turns the ballet into 
a barn dance. 

A year ago, there were exactly zero local 
Italian restaurants specializing in Italian 
and a thing called crudo, Italy’s raw fish 
answer to sushi. Then, suddenly, there 


were a half dozen of these restaurants, 
scattered all around town. 

Parella has already closed. There are 
rumblings that another, II Foro, is on the 
verge of changing formats. Evidently, there 
aren’t enough Minnesotans beating a path 
to dine on cold, raw fish garnished with 
dots and daubs of sauces and purees. In 
the dead of winter. With no clear view 
of the sea. 

Lela, located in the Sheraton Bloom¬ 
ington, made the wise choice of adding 
steak to its roster. Travelers need comfort, 
and comfort exists in steaks, potatoes, 
and icy martinis. What we found were 
some valiant efforts that instead resulted 
in discomfort. 

The 494 strip, with its everyplace- 


America assault of TGIFridays, Babies- 
R-Us, and fortress-sized REI, offers few 
freewheeling charms. An urban-styled 
destination restaurant with legitimate 
cooking ambition could be just what 
Bloomington needs. 

But in recent weeks, the restaurant has 
been struggling with the departure of its 
opening chef, John Mullen, and the proof 
is on the plates. 

The space feels cavernous and cold with 
a lot of gray tones and brushed steel. It’s 
sleek and anchored by a towering center 
island of transparent wine racks that look 
like they want to live in 1980s Manhat¬ 
tan. The semicircle of high-backed booths 
makes it difficult to catch the eye of servers, 
who often disappear for long stretches.

The steakhouse parts of the menu work 
best. A starter of beef tenderloin tartare 
was truly delectable with spot-on season¬ 
ing, high quality grainy Dijon, and a runny 
poached egg flowing over it like golden 
lava. At a stratospheric $18 for a small 
starter, it’s a relief that it works. A baby 
romaine salad, their take on a Caesar, was 
also well executed with robust anchovy 
flavor, meaty flakes of good Parmesan, 
and lots of black pepper.

In the pasta section, frustrations abound. 
The noodles and pastas themselves are 
all handmade and skillfully prepared. But 
they take a heartbreaking turn with their 
clunky accompaniments. The fettuccine 
bolognese was made with fat, eggy, butter- 
colored noodles. But instead of the knee- 
buckling thunder of a true, slow-coddled 
bolognese, the meat was tough and chewy, 
almost like quick saute. The tagliatellini 
was a similarly lovely noodle, silky and al 
dente. But accompaniments of beef tips, 
mushrooms, greens, and Gorgonzola had 
the stark blandness of cream of mushroom 
soup. No Gorgonzola presented itself. It 
went on like this. Prosciutto di Parma 
ravioli were frilly pillows of perfect size, 
shape, and consistency. But inside, a salt¬ 
lick of dry, ground prosciutto tumbled out, 
sad and off-putting. Truffle gnocchi was 
lovingly plated in a soft tangle of lobster, 
mascarpone, and roe. But it had to be sent 
back, the gnocchi were so raw and gummy. 

I Ve come to the conclusion that crudo 
is crudo, almost no matter where you go. If 
a guy has a set of knives for carving away 
flesh from carcass, along with an arsenal 
of squeeze bottles filled with purees and 
sauces, he will zag upon the plate some 
miso aioli, or zigupon the fish some fennel 
puree. I’d still rather have my raw fish at 
a sushi restaurant, where the chefs are 
specialists. At Lela, the yellowfln tuna 
and sea bass crudos were fine, but abso¬ 
lutely not worth their $17 and $15 price 
tags, for what amounts to a couple bites 
of raw flesh. 

The steaks are lavish, and soar into the 
above $80 range for a 40-ounce porterhouse. 
To be fair, they’re meant to be shared. The 
18-ounce ribeye is a beautiful cut of meat, 
extravagantly marbled and served with a 
knob of butter melting sumptuously on 


top. Curiously, we were also offered a pile 
each of four artisanal salts to season our 
own meat, itself already generously and 
properly seasoned. It’s a silly and unneces¬ 
sary flourish. Regrettably, this stunning $44 
hunk of flesh was underdone, served rare 
rather than the requested medium rare. 
The manager offered to take it back for a 
re-fire, but no one really wants that kind of 
a Band-Aid when dining this expensively. 

Throughout our experiences, service 
ranged from confused to absent to squirrelly. 
At one point it felt as though we were being 
served by committee, so many different 
servers came by to refill drink orders, drop 
courses, and deliver forgotten utensils. They 
were friendly, yet harried. Cocktails were 
clearly not mixed by a pro hand. A London 
Calling with gin, balsamic, St. Germain, 
and strawberries was delivered in a glass 
overflowing with ice cubes. A whiskey 
sour was delivered twice, the bartender 
amicably taking a second crack at the first 
subpar iteration. 

When a recommended lemon tart was 
delivered taut, prefab, and still frozen in 
the center, no amount of sugar could help 
digest the bill. By now, servers and manage¬ 
ment were graciously, though nervously, 
making attempts at appeasement. But at 
that point it was just palliative care. 

There’s a special kind of exhaustion to 
enduring disappointing and costly evenings 
like these. You feel for the staff because 
clearly there is something going wrong. You 
feel for yourself and your date, because at 
every bend there is a distracting problem. 
You feel for your pocketbook, because $200 
is a lot of money. You feel for your Saturday 
night out, because you won’t get another 
one of those for a week. 

But look on the bright side: You’ll have 
time to re-pad that wallet. 03

“I just hope whoever comes out to the 
show understands that they’re not 
coming to a show in church/’ cautions 
comedian Ryan Stout. “They’re 
coming to a dark bar full of adults, 
and we’re going to be drinking booze 
and talking about whatever I want to 
talk about.

Ingrid Bergman: In Her Own Words is revealing, but not revelatory

T he premise of every documentary 
about a celebrity is more or less 
the same: We don’t know this 
person as well as we think we 
do. In recent years a number of filmmakers 
have doubled down on this usually cor¬ 
rect assumption. These documentarians 
work entirely from their subjects’ own 
audio recordings and journals, as in I Am 
Ali, Listen to Me Marlon, and now Ingrid 
Bergman:InHer Own Words. StigBjorkman, 
a fellow Swede, relies on narrated passages 
from the three-time Oscar-winner’s letters 
and diaries to tell her life story. 

This begins with Bergman’s recollec¬ 
tions of1929, a most tragic year in the future 
star’s life. She did poorly in school, was sent 
away to her aunt’s in Germany, and several 
relatives (including her father) died. She 
was only 14. “All I wish for now is a happier 
new year,” the narrator (Alicia Vikander of 


Ex Machina and The Danish Girl) recites 
longingly. ‘What will the new year bring?” 

As with most years of most lives, the 
answer was a mixed bag. Bergman would go 
on to be considered among the most endur¬ 
ing screen icons in the young medium’s his¬ 
tory — officially the fourth-greatest, accord¬ 
ing to the American Film Institute — first by 
making a name for herself in the Swedish 
film industry and then by transitioning into 
Holl 3 wood stardom with Intermezzo. That 
kind of trajectory is easy to conceive of now, 
but almost unprecedented at the time. 

Vikander, another actress from Sweden 
who’s successfully broken into Holl 5 wood, 
reads these excerpts in the original Swedish 
— if nothing else. In Her Own Words lives 
up to its title in the most literal sense. These 
words are set to grainy footage of Sweden, 
scenes from Bergman’s movies of both the 
studio and home variety, and everything in 
between. Some of the marginal details are 
amongthe most captivating: her fascination 


with Joan of Arc and misconceptions of 
certain co-stars (turns out Cary Grant was 
surprisingly mellow and down-to-earth). 

The actress seems to have taken her 
newfound fame and numerous accolades 
in stride, humbled but self-aware. (The reac¬ 
tion to her scandalous affair with Italian 
auteur Roberto Rossellini, whom she later 
married and had three children with, was 
more difficult to deal with.) One of these 
kids was, of course, Isabella Rossellini—the 
kind of talent who could probably only result 
from the union of a preternaturally gifted 
actress and a master of Italian Neorealism. 
Bergman starred in Casablanca and won 
Oscars for her performances in Gaslight, 
Anastasia, and Murder on the Orient Express, 
but her work in the series of films she made 
with her husband is something else entirely. 

Isabella is amongthe talking heads dis¬ 
cussing her mother, as well as the one who 
originally proposed the idea of making this 
documentary to Bjorkman. “She went where

the wind took her,” her sister Isotta says 
after dismissing even the possibility of a 
MommieDearest-\ike tell-all being written 
about their mother. Bergman’s children 
are frank about her work taking her away 
from them, but also understanding of the 
impulses and obligations that made it nec¬ 
essary. By Bergman’s very nature. In Her 
Own Words is neither the hagiography its 
ilk often becomes nor the warts-and-all 
confessional its title implies. 

Accessingthe inner world of apublic figure 
is an inherently voyeuristic affair, and the 
best films of this kind manage to be revela¬ 
tory rather than just revealing. Bjorkman’s 
best quality as a documentarian is ultimately 
a double-edged sword: He’s too content to 
let his subject do all the talking. [Q

Eco-sexuals Annie Sprinkle and Beth Stephens

D on’t have a date for Valentine’s 
Day weekend? Not to worry. 

‘When the Earth is your lover, 
you always have a lover,” says 
eco-sexual educator Annie Sprinkle. This 
Saturday, along with Beth Stephens, her 
partner of 13 years, she’ll be showing audi¬ 
ences at the Walker Art Center 25 different 
ways to make love with the Earth. 

Self-identified as “pollen-amorous,” 
Sprinkle and Stephens have been at the 
forefront of eco-sexuality, a movement 
in which people pledge, as stated in the 
manifesto the two have penned, to love, 
honor, and cherish the Earth “until death 
brings us closer together forever.” 

‘We encourage people to desire and take 
pleasure from the Earth,” says Sprinkle. “If 
people really imagine the Earth as their lover, 
and recognize how much sexual pleasure 
they get with the Earth, then they’ll take 
better care of it.” 

For example, some people masturbate 
with water, in the shower or against a hot- 
tub jet, and they aren’t giving back to the 
water. “They are just unconsciously getting 
off,” Sprinkle says. She believes we should 
think of the water as our lover, regarding 
its needs as well as our own. 

For their eco-sexual wedding project, 
Stephens and Sprinkle have married the 
sky, the sea, and other natural energies. 

“Each time we marry a new nature entity, 
we grow more in love with it,” says Sprinkle. 

They’ve also married over1,000people to 
the Earth at these interactive performances, 
which have taken place across nine differ¬ 
ent countries.

It’s been a long, unique journey for 
Sprinkle, who got into prostitution and 
pornography after losing her virginity at 
17. She eventually fell for Gerard Damiano, 
the director of Deep Throat, and went on to 
star in such films as Teenage Deviate and 
Deep Inside Annie Sprinkle. 

Sprinkle met Stephens in New York City 
in 1991. “The scene was exciting,” she recol¬ 
lects. “All kinds of work about sexuality and 
identity politics, as well as activism, were 
happening.” This was in the wake of the 
culture wars, a time when Congress was 
cracking down on the National Endowment 
for the Arts. Sprinkle herself had been called 
“a sewer of depravity” by Sen. Jesse Helms. 

After a career spanning decades, the 
61-year-old Sprinkle still believes that she’s 
found her calling in sex and sex educa¬ 
tion, though things have changed since 
the early ’70s. 

“In my mind I’m still doing work about 
sex,” she says. “I’m having sex with nature 
all the time, including when I’m having sex 
with Beth. Human beings are mostly made 
of water, after all.” 

This Saturday, Sprinkle and Stephens 
will give a presentation, titled “Eco-Sexual 
Revolution,” in the Walker Cinema at 7 p.m., 
followed by walking tours. The event is free, 
and is part of Winter of Love, a museum¬ 
wide party featuring cocktails, meditation, 
rare (and trippy) films, and light shows. 03

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BOWIE’S BRIGHT LIGHT 

Local musicians reflect on music deity David Bowie ahead of two tribute shows.

T he entire music universe mourned 
when David Bowie died from 
cancer last month at 69. Twin 
Cities fans will get their chance 
to celebrate the English music titan’s life at 
two upcoming tribute concerts: February 
19 at Parkway Theater (featuring Dave 
Pirner, Julius Collins, Jeremy Ylvisaker, 
and others) and February 25 at Bedlam 
Lowertown (featuring Tabah, Al Church, 
Hot Date, and others). Given the immense 
hold that Bowie has on the imagination 
of Twin Cities musicians, we reached out 
to local luminaries for their reflections 
on Bowie’s life, legacy, passing, and final 
album, Blackstar — his “parting gift” to 
music lovers everywhere. 

Chris Perricelli, leader of throwback 
rock band Little Man 

“There is a special connection here in the 
Twin Cities with David Bowie. It was called 
[Rebel, Rebel] Rock for Pussy, a benefit 
show for no-kill cat shelters. The Current’s 
DJ Mary Lucia started that [in 2003]. As 
a band member, it brought us together to 
experience Bowie’s music from the live 
concert setting of playing those songs and 
connecting with the music and the audi¬ 
ence. To perform his songs in elaborate 
costumes of our favorite Bowie was a cel¬ 
ebratory ritual. The audience loved that 
and participated full on by glamming up 
for the night, singing along, and feeling the 
performances right along with the band. It 
was a great community event that over the 
years grew into an obvious family’ feeling.” 

Ciaran Daly, frontman of Brit-rock 
band Stress of Her Regard 

“After I heard Heroes, there was only one 
singer I could ever want to sound like, and 
I decided I would spend my life trying. I 
failed of course, but somewhere along the 
way managed to find the way to sound 
like myself, and myself only. Which, I sup¬ 
pose, is the deeper lesson a life like David 
Bowie’s leaves us. I still catch myself, at odd 
moments, being possessed by his voice. I 
won’t mind it so much now. It will feel like 
he’s saying hello. A piece of the world is 


missing now and we all have to find a way 
to fill it. Let’s get after it.” 

John Eller, organizer/bandleader 
of Rock for Pussy 

“Like nearly everything he ever did, he was 
just so far ahead of the pack, so singularly 


himself. Others will take their cue from 
this last project and try to reinvent it as 
something of their own making. But as 
always, Bowie did it first. That he toiled 
and created while in failing health to pres¬ 
ent this final work to the world tells us 
what we Bowie fans have always known. 


His work was — nay, is — driven by artis¬ 
tic exploration, not by what an audience 
might respond to most. The gratification 
needn’t be instant. Quite simply, Bowie 
gave us sound and vision.” 

Mark Mailman, longtime Twin Cities 
piano rocker 

“[David Bowie is my] greatest musical influ¬ 
ence. Bowie applied radical ideas to the pop 
format in ways that experimental musicians 
fail to consider. His gift was the ability to 
craft chaos. He gave all of us weirdos the 
courage to be who we really are. When I 
was texted in all caps at I a.m.: “MARK!!! 
DAVID BOWIE DIED,” it felt like I had 
been sucking on a vacuum cleaner. Alone 
in my bed, my mind boiled over with the 
same existential paradigms a Bowie lyric 
might. I wasn’t sad, because I don’t believe 
in death. He’s been more influential to me 
than any other artist. In fact, my new album 
is a 21st-century interpretation of Scary 
Monsters. I chose to go to art school instead 
of music school because of him. His work 
consistently points to the beyond in away 
that suggests his whole life was a prepara¬ 
tion for dying. I’d like to imagine it was a 
complete thrill for him, finally having this 
burning question answered, of knowing 
what’s behind the velvet curtain of life.” 

Venus de Mars, frontwoman of glam- 
rock band All the Pretty Horses 

“David Bowie wasn’t supposed to die. I 
still need him. In 1969,1 was nine. I was 
also trans, but nobody knew what that was. 
With absolutely no life map to guide me, 
I spent my days hiding from myself, and 
a small part of each day feeling afraid and 
ashamed. One night that lonely summer, 
my mom went out for an evening errand 
to the new Target store over the hill in 
Duluth, Minnesota. I road along, and stayed 
in the car with the radio on. There in the 
dark, under the stars, I heard ‘Space Odd¬ 
ity’ for the first time. It knocked my breath 
away. Later, when I saw him guest on The 
Midnight Special, and saw him at his most 
androgynous; it was like I’d been given that 
map. I wasn’t so alone. I’ve followed that 
map since, watched as Bowie journeyed 
so many paths, always keeping focus. I had

Arguably one of the most prominent 
post-rock bands in the world. Godspeed 
You! Black Emperor put out three official 
records beginning in 1997 before going 
on an “indefinite hiatus” in 2003. Since a 
reunion in 2010, the Montreal group has 
released two albums— Allelujah! Don’t Bend! 
Ascend in 2012 and Asunder, Sweet and Other 
Distress, the latter of which made several 
prominent 2015 best-of lists. Godspeed’s 
longest and best record, 2000’s Lift Your 
Skinny Fists Like Antennas to Heaven, clocks 
in at one hour and 27 minutes. Although 
their greatest commercial success was open¬ 
ing for Nine Inch Nails in 2013, the band 
gained a cult following through their epic, 
orchestral sequences put to loops of film at 
live shows.

G ay male in my late 20s. I recently 
ended things with agay. Our rela¬ 
tionship started as a strictly sexual 
one. We’re both involved in the 
kink scene in our city and quickly it became 
clear there was a real connection. The next 
two months were great! But early on, I noticed 
that he was a much more extroverted per¬ 
son thani was. He would 
laugh loudly at movies, 
work the room at parties, 
say things about kink in 
the middle of crowded 
restaurants. I prefer 
to blend in. Initially I 
thought of this as ''the 
price of admission,” onel 
was willing to pay, but it 
soon became tiresome. I 
ended things, tellinghim 
that there were conflicts 
with our personalities, 
not specifyingwhat. He 
fell for me—he’s stated 
it over and over—but I 
don’t want him to think he has to change 
who he is to be with me. I’m confused, Dan. I 
loved being in a relationship again, the sex is 
great, we have a ton in common, and finding 
someone who shares your kinks and you’re 
attracted to emotionally is rare. He’s asking 
me to reconsider. Was I right to end this? 

TIRED OF BEING SINGLE 

He shouldn’t have to change who he is to 

be with you, TOBS, but what if he wants to? 

It’s unlikely he’ll morph into an introvert, 
just as you’re unlikely to morph into an 
extrovert. But if making an effort to dial it 
back is the price he has to pay to be with 
you, why not let him decide if he’s willing 
to pay? 

Gays represent a tiny percentage of the 
general population, TOBS, and kinky gays 
represent a not-so-tiny-but-still-smallish 
percentage of the gay population. I don’t 
think you have to marry this man just 
because your kinks align.

He makes an effort, 
when you nudge him, 
to dial it back; he goes 
to comedies with his 
friends, dramas with 
you; if he’s working a 
room, he won’t take 
offense if you slip into 
another room. Give 
it—give him—a chance. 

I’m a gay male college 
student in a healthy 
D/s relationship with a 
bisexual guy. My boy¬ 
friend posts pictures of 
our kink sessions to his 
Tumblr. (No faces.) A trans woman active in 
campus queer politics confronted me today. 
Ze had seen my boyfitiend’s Tumblr and rec¬ 
ognized me. Ze demanded I stop engagingin 
BDSM because ze has to see me on campus 
and knowing my boyfriend "controls and 
abuses”me is triggeringforzir.Zesaid images 
of me in medical restraints were particularly 
traumatizing. Ze was shaking and crying, 
and I wound up comforting zir. I stupidly 
let zir think I would stop. Now what? 

SCENARIO UTTERLY BANANAS 

You tell this woman you take orders from 
your boyfnend, SUB, not from random cam¬ 
pus nutcases. You advise zir to stay away 
from Tumblr porn ze finds traumatizing. 
And if ze pushes back, you explain to zir that 
if anyone’s being controlling and abusive 
here, it’s zir. And if ze starts shaking and 
cr 5 dng, SUB, direct zir to the student health 
center, and if ze keeps getting in your face 
about your consensual, nonabusive D/s 
relationship, take the ironic step of filing 
a restraining order against zir.
